A t last the new False Prophet is heard 
of, and the news concerning his proceed­ 
ings is decidedly sensational. 
He is said 
to have won over to his side all the tribes 
of the Soudan, to have attacked and de­ 
feated the Egyptian troops under Abd-el- 
K&der, to have destroyed several thousand 
of them, and to have invested Khartoum, 
in which place the remnant of the Egypt­ 
ian forces had taken shelter. 
Frightful 
stories are told of the cruelties practiced 
upon prisoners by the savage followers of 
the Prophet, and it is finally asserted that 
he is preparing to march apon Cairo, fol­ 
lowed by all the able-bodied men of the 
Soudan. 
The population of the Egyptian 
Soudan has been roughly estimated at 
1,000,000. 
According to the usual aver­ 
ages this would give a fighting strength of 
100,000 on the outside. 
But it is not at 
all likely that El Mehdi has any such army 
behind him. 
No such army could subsist 
itself in that wild country. 
It is possible 
that 50,000 men may be in arms, however, 
and it is certain th at the whole of them 
are savages, whose 
mode of 
fighting, 
weapons, and general condition, would ren­ 
der them an easy prey to 5,000 European 
troops. 
W hat 
the 
Egyptian 
soldiery 
amounts to has just been seen, and it is 
not at all surprising that the fanatics of 
the Souian should have overcome euch 
troops. 
The Egyptian Governor, however, 
Abd-el-Kader, is unquestionably a gallant 
and able man. 
He is the officer who, as 
Lieutenant Colonel, was in command of 
Baker Pasha’s “ Forty Thieves ” a fewT 
years ago, and whose exploits are narrated 
in “ Ismailia.” The “ Forty Thieves ” con­ 
stituted a little band which, by strict dis­ 
cipline, skill in the use of its weapons, and 
good management, repeatedly defeated ten 
anil tw enty times its own number of sav­ 
ages, and in fact on several occasions saved 
^ir Samuel B iker’s expedition from de­ 
struction. 
Abd-el-Kader therefore has seen a good 
deal of service, and he is familiar with the 
Central African tribes and peoples. 
If he 
has been defeated the fault must rest on 
his troops, and it may be questioned 
whether Chinese Gordon could have done 
much better with such material. 
Iu 1S77 
Gordon Pasha was appointed Governor of 
the Soudan, and by his wonderful energy, 
ubiquity and firmness, succeeded in bring­ 
ing some sort of order out of the chaos of 
that region. 
His main object was to sup* 
press the slave trade, but he does not ap­ 
pear to have been more than temporarily 
successful, the principal obstacle being the 
opposition of the Egyptian officials to the 
policy sought to be enforced. 
It has been 
estimated that until quite recently not less 
than fifty thousand slaves were annually 
taken from the Soudan, and the main in­ 
stigators cf this infamous traffic have always 
beeu Mohammedans. At present, however, 
a wave of Mohammedau fanaticism is ev­ 
idently traveling 
from 
Central Africa 
northwards, and though it appears to pre­ 
sent no formidable element save possibly 
in numbers, it is conceivable that it might 
prove too strong for the pithless Govern­ 
ment of Egypt. 
From Khartoum to Cairo 
is a long march, and such a disorganized rab­ 
ble as that which accompanies the False 
Prophet must occupy same weeks at least 
in making the journey, even if no attem pt 
is made to stop their advance. 
The most important consideration is the 
effect of this intelligence upon the Egyp­ 
tian situation. 
The English are now vir­ 
tually masters of Egypt. 
They certainly 
cannot evacuate the country at the me* 
ment that a horde of savages is known to 
be descending upon it. 
To do so would be 
to invite a far more serious difficulty than 
Arabi Pasha’s rebellion involved. 
And yet 
there are very serious embarrassments in 
the situation. 
This is a Mohammedan re­ 
vival. 
H itherto its progress has been 
covered up and obscured by the remote­ 
ness of the scene of action. 
But ehould 
the baLe Prophet succeed in entering 
Egypt proper, the whole drama will at 
once be placed before the eyes of the 
world ; 
and the question is, wliat effect 
would the spectacle of Euglaud in arms 
against Islam have upon her own Moham­ 
medan possessions in India ? 
This is a 
consideration which has frequently been 
raised of late years. 
It is no doubt true 
th at all discussion of it is based upon con­ 
jecture, but the probability of a simulta­ 
neous uprising of the Moslem peoples every­ 
where is far too grave to be lightly dis­ 
missed, even though there be no sub­ 
stantial evidence to support it. 
Fanaticism is very apt to be contagious, 
and eB Kcialiy among Oriental races. 
Tho 
False Prophet posscsees in his pretensions, 
and in the wild rumors and traditions 
which have been so industriously dissemi­ 
nated concerning him, a real strength 
which cannot be ignored. It is not so much 
thefollowingof African cannibals and other 
savage! which he has at this moment, that 
is to bo feared, as the probable influence of 
his chiras upon the Moslem who are 
more civiiized. 
It has been apparc n t for 
some t me that the Saltan is seriously un­ 
easy «bout El Mehdi’s progress. 
He is 
awa-c {hat a large element of his own sub­ 
jects regards him as a usurper of the Cali­ 
phate, as indeed he is, by descent. 
Nor is 
it poss ble at any time to say with confi­ 
dence ;hat the moment is not auspicious for 
a Mohammedan revival. 
When such a 
movement acquires momentum no man can 
tell w l*re it will stop unless it is forcibly 
checked. 
Assuredly there is no power in 
the Egyptian Government to handle euch 
an uprising. 
If it is to be put down, it 
must 1« put down by England, and as the 
case stands we do not 3ee how England 
can decline or avoid the task. 
I t is possible th at Baker I'asha or 
Gordon Pasha might have been able to 
stem the torrent better thaa Abd-el-Kader, 
but with none but Egyptian troops the 
iseue would have been very doubtful, and 
it is probably as well that neither of these 
able men were at Khartoum when the 
storm broke. 
As to the temporary loss of 
the Sundan to Egypt, it involves a revenue 
of about $500,000 a year, and it will prob­ 
ably demonstrate the necessity of con­ 
structing the long-projected railroad to 
Khartoum. 
Tho country can easily be 
reconquered at any time, but it cannot be 
held until the slave trade has been thor­ 
oughly extirpated, and there is vested id 
the Governor of the province the necessary 
powers to enable him to deal summarily 
with Egyptian as well as native slave 
dealers. 
The first thing to be done, how­ 
ever, is to meet and overthrow the daring 
impostor who has brought about this out­ 
break of fanaticism, and it looks now as if 
this were to be the unpleasant but iu- 
despensable work of Sir Garnet Wolseley 
and his army. 
For it is quite clear that 
El Mehdi might, if let alone too long, 
prove a far more difficult opponent than 
Arabi, and th at the longer he is allowed to 
gather his forces the greater must be the 
danger of a general Mohammedan uprising.

P h ila d e lp h ia , October 24 h.— No more 
fitting weather could have been vouchsafed 
for landing day than that which prevailed 
this morning. 
At no time during the cen­ 
tennial peri >d was any event so thoroughlv 
and heartily celehratc-d by tho public, » liich 
filled the streets, the river front, the windows 
ard roofs cf houses fronting or overlooking 
the Delaware, and nil sorts of gaily-decorated 
craft on the river. Shortly after 8 o’clock 
the boats, ate am barges and other vessels, to 
tho number of about 150, formed in line in 
the vicinity of Lsagus street, and some fivo 
miles aouth of the city proper, and followed 
in the wake of the Welcome.’

THB WAS AQAUriT RAILROADS. 


After >11 the glamour and m ok e of thia 
political battle haa ended and cleared 
away, after the calmer momenta of reaaon 
and judgment come, we think a great 
many people of California will be ashamed 
of themselves for the countless lies they 
have told about the Central and Southern 
Pacific Railroads. 
It has come to be a sort 
of usage in California politics for both par­ 
ties to abuse these corporations. 
And the 
reason for this is that there is a certain 
class which holds as the highest trait of 
statesmanship, not the ability to make con­ 
stitutional laws, but the ability to abuse 
the railroads. 
So long as this is the domi 
nant element in politics, just so long will 
it pay for a candidate to l:e. 
Now we do not want it understood that 
we are an apologist for the bad actions of 
the railroad corporations—God knows such 
concerns, or any of a similar magnitude, 
are not the portrait of perfection ; nor, on 
the other hand, does any nominee of either 
party represent all that is good and true 
and noble of mankind. 
Wo believe nine- 
tentbs of those whose months are the 
loudest in using denunciatory language 
against the great railroad corporations 
would be the easiest silenced by their gold. 
History has proven this, and history is one 
of those incontrovertible things that never 
goes back upon itself, even if party nomi­ 
nees do upon the people. 
Why do not these men say what they 
mean while asking the saffrage of voters ! 
Why perjure themselves before their con­ 
stituents end before their God? What is 
the necessity, let us inquire, for men to 
get up on the stump and make promises 
which they knout cannot be fulfilled, even 
if they had the power? If to be success­ 
ful in a political issue involves the surren­ 
der of a truthful reputation, then the par­ 
tisan way of competing for the control of 
government had better be changed. 
If it is wrong for railroad corporations 
to do acts contrary to the good of the pub­ 
lic, it is equally wrong for the public to do 
acts contrary to the good of the railroad 
corporations. 
Tney should work in har­ 
mony. 
But never until that wrongful 
spirit of waifare is crushed out can this be. 
We do not pretend toaay that it is not just 
that restrictive measures Bhould be put 
upon the railroads ;]that is a necessity. 
But we do say emphatically that no remedy 
can be reached so loeg as the principal 
issue of a political campaign is invested in 
an antagonistic race for the supremacy be­ 
tween the contending parties in hating the 
railroads. If all that is necessary to acquire 
office rests in fulsome promises to perform 
miracles, then tho country has indeed de­ 
generated 
into a land of demagogy.—

seed, and without further cultivation what­ 
ever he has harvested three crops, the two 
first yielding fifteen bushels to the acre, 
and the last being a still heavier yield 
The crops volunteered and sowed them 
from the scattered grain. 
Ho received 
two and a half cents per pound for his 
seed. 
This year Mr. Rice ha3 turned the 
soil to prevent farther volunteering, and 
will plant eighty acre* with the same seed, 
finding that rye is of more profit to him 
than wheat. 
While vve consider volun­ 
teering poor farming, we believe farmers 
would do well to experiment with rye, if 
for no other purpose that a rotation of 
crop3.—[Walla Walla Union.
